Ellen 
i*assciie, tne' writer of the letter, 
anarply contradicts the assertion that 
the Germans bad to break with so 
many evil hah.ts contracted by in 
Juigence and luxury In time of peace 
itiat a long war, aa compared with a 
.Port one. had distinct compensations. 
'It Is impossible tor me," she ex 
claims, "to describe my feelings, as 1 
•»nd that Dr. Bcnrioiacher has no 
word for the horrors of war." The 
•otter contlnuea: 

“There are people who held, and 
still hold, that It was entirely neces¬ 
sary, but it is to he hoped that all 
• Heats nevertheless say to tnemselvee 
Never again, never again, must thero 
oe ao much sorrow and so many 
leara In the world. It Is through my 
talth in this sentiment tnat 1 am 
convinced that the peace movement 
will grow tremendously In Germany 
after the war And who are more 
suited to carry dn that work than 
! the women? Are those ot us wno 
nave children playing around us :o 
sacrifice them, too, In twenty years 
time? Let us be done v.th all half 
way measures, let us reflect upon the 
fundamental causes of the wari anu 
ill who have something to lose In an- 
•tber twenty years, let them live not 
.or the moment alone, but help dis- 
4ominate the conception of peace as 
something no more a fanasty than 
temperance, or housing reform. Let 
those motiurs who have nothing more 
tu lose, from whom the war lias taken 
everything, think of ann help the rest 
of us, ao that we may be spared the 
necessity ever of experiencing their 
sorrow and grief." 


How a Windbreak Pays 

Just as "a dollar saved la a dollar 
earned." so soil moisture saved from 
evaporation Is equivalent to rainfall. 
Studies made a few years ago In Kan¬ 
sas and Nebraska showed the value 
of the windbreak In preventing evap¬ 
oration. 

It must be admitted that wind¬ 
breaks occupy space that could be 
profitably devoted to agricultural 
crops, and that the roots of the trees 
and their shade render a strip or 
ground on either side of the wind¬ 
break relatively unproductive. Yet 
efficient windbreaks undoubtedly do 
more good than evil, reducing the 
jwoloclty of the wind and. therefore, 
the lots of soil water from evspore- 
lon. It seems from Investigations 
nade by the United 8tates forest aer- 
.Ice that the greater ylalds of field 
rope and apples behind the protec¬ 
tion of a good windbreak are enough 
(0 warrant every farmer In the prairie 
itates In planting windbreaks. 


Britain To Be Richer 

After The War 

Lloyd-Georgs Gives Out Interview to' 
a Friend In a Peculiar Manner 
Tbe London Dally Chronicle pub¬ 
lishes an interview with David Lloyd 
George by Ivor Nicholson, a young 
Welshman, to whom, according to 
curt rut gossip In Fleet street, the 
minister of munitions wished to do s 
good turn, interesting and somewlist 
novel questions in ministerial jour 
oaliatio ethics are raised by the in¬ 
terview, which was offered to s num¬ 
ber of papers for a good sum, which. 
It muy incidentally be mentioned, was 
aigher In the case of American pap¬ 
ers. The point chiefly debated is to 
what extent a cabinet minister is en¬ 
titled to jo In order to do s service 
to a Journalistic friend. 

As s matter of (set, however, there 
was nothing in the interview to make 
it of unusual value. It sounded more 
like Nicholson than Lloyd George. 
Pirbaps the most interesting observa¬ 
tion made is contained in the follow¬ 


ing lines: 
"A new 


new Britain Is being developed 
new industrial Britain. Under the 
great pressure of the war we are in¬ 
creasing and improving and quicken¬ 
ing our industrial resources to an ex¬ 
tent which would have been Impos¬ 
sible but for the demands of this con- 
met Let me give you Juet one ex¬ 
ample," remarked the munitions min¬ 
ister. 

"In ths first place we have scores 
of millions' worth of automatic mach¬ 
inery which will have an enormous ef¬ 
fect upon our Industries when tbe 
war Is over. In addition to that, we 
are adding to our already great In¬ 
dustrial army of skilled workers, and 
we shall need them all In the future 
to repair the ravages of war. This 
country, therefore, so far from being 
impoverished, will be richer In every¬ 
thing that constitutes real and true 
wealth. We shall be a better organ¬ 
ized, better equipped, better trained, 
and. what Is more important, perhaps, 
s better disciplined nation. In fact, 
wc shall indeed be s nation and not 
a congeries of conflicting interests." 

"There is not s more essentially 
pacific man than Lloyd George." Nich¬ 
olson's Interview runs on. "but he loves 
liberty more than life." 

"As you know." Mr. Lloyd George 
said, when 1 mentioned this point. "1 
have always opposed settlement of In¬ 
ternational disputes by organised 1 
force. 1 fought this doctrine for three 
years, when 1 thought my country ap¬ 
plied It In soul, and I was In favor 
of Britain entering this war because I 
saw In It the only means of destroy¬ 
ing this hideous German menace to 
peace and civilization. 

"Everything that has happened In 
eighteen months of the war tends to 
confirm me In what Premier Asquith 
called the great decision. You will 
remember that Masslnl ssld war was 
the greatest of crimes now waged for 
the sake of a great truth to enthrone 
or a great lie to entomb. 

"Yes, the allies are engaged In a 
mighty effort to dig the grave of that 
wicked He that might Is right, and, 
mark you. we shall not cease to strive 
to our uttermost until we hsve dug 
the grave deep and wide and can bury 
that lie In It In the firm confidence 
that we are Insured beyond all pos¬ 
sible doubt against Its resurrection." 


The Present Condition of War 
So far, militarily, the Germans 
have won—it would be mere moral 
cowardice to deny It: on paper, they 
claim the reward. The forget Gist 
paper means nothing nowadays, that 
the war was fought over % "scrap of 
paper," that Bernhardt's law—auni- 
ntialion—holds good for u* aa well as 
for the Germans, and that until ony 
or the other side is defeated peace .a 
neither on object nor a desirability, 
ihe Germans set out to compel ths 
subjection of Kuropo. They them¬ 
selves have taught Europe to fight; 
they hsve given Kurope her reason 
and her Inspiration. Today that 
reason is ours. It la ws who hsve 
caught the Inspiration of war. It la 
ws who are preparing to fight pre¬ 
datory Germany with the means and 
principles of Bernhardt "In war only 
decisions count," be wrote It is so. 
It will be so in this gigantic up¬ 
heaval of the nations. And it is this 
condition of war which the Oermana 
have called up and which threatens 
ultimately to engulf them.—Austin 
Harrison in the English Review.

Life in The Fleet 

No More Human Typo of Creature 
Than tho British Sailor 
Tho London Times has boon pub¬ 
lishing a series of letters from a write 
or who during tho whole of the past 
year has been serving with tho Grand 
Fleet Ho says: Tho fact that thou¬ 
sands of letters era written each day 
from tho Fleet to people ashore, and 
that practically no one outside of It 
knows anything of its dally life, la one 
of tha most remarkable conditions in¬ 
cident to this remarkable war. Tha 
art of writing letters without saying 
anything haa been brougnt to a fine 
perfection in tbe Fleet; and ao steady 
and firm is this reticence tbsl It has 
well nigh broken down public curios¬ 
ity. People hsve almost given up 
wondering and speculating about con¬ 
ditions of life that «re so completely 
hidden from them, and are content 
to regard the uavy aa a mysterious 
machine which produces perfection 
and efficiency to an unlimited extent 
without being watened or tended. 

This la a fine tribute, but, after-all. 
It la human life and energy which are 
tbe motive power of the machine; and 
although on the technical side Its 
doings must perforce remain a mys¬ 
tery. there la a human aide to It. which 
there is no need to bide. There is In¬ 
deed no more human type of crea¬ 
ture than your sailor, be he admiral or 
•Ida box; and life in isolated commun¬ 
ities afloat tends to deveiop these hu¬ 
manities In both big and little af¬ 
fairs. Of course, the average sailor 
does not write home about the human 
aspects of bis daily life. They are 
commonplace to him, he la too near 
them, he la even bored with them; 
and since his two great ambitions 
are to smash the enemy and have a 
long spell of leave, and aa he is ob¬ 
liged to wait patiently for both, he la 
not exactly obsessed by the human in 
tere«t or pictureequenees of hla Ira 
mediate environment. Yet It la worth 
making the attempt to convey some¬ 
thing of It to the nation In whose 
heart, although tt knows ao little of 
him, he securely abides. 

Looking back from the winter that 
la now closing Into that which seems 
so far behind us. one haa two para- j 
mount Impressions—first, how long! 
and dark It waa, and second, how 
easily we got through 1L In the ret¬ 
rospect. It la like a long tunnel; the 
absence of the aun and the pervading 
presence of electric light are persist¬ 
ent in the memory, like the odors 
arising from the mesa decks after a 
sixteen hour ntghL And yet the bitter 
cold which eo devastated tbe trenches 
In Flanders waa never a really serious 
element in the life of the big ships 
in the North Sea. For one thing, on 
tbe principle that If you take an um¬ 
brella out with you. It won't rain, 
we had such a terrific provision of 
knitted and wooieu protections 
against the cold as must well nigh 
have stupifled the elements, and suc¬ 
ceeded in producing a fairly mild win¬ 
ter. For another v there la hardly ever 
In our seas that strictness of cold 
which la produced by a wind that 
blows over miles of froxen land. 

Still further, large modern ships 
are very well bested and ventilated, 
and of their companies It Is only a 
very small proportion which are ex¬ 
posed to the weatner at one time. In 
the destroyers and patrol craft It Is 
quite soother matter, and they who. 
plunging night and day through these 
cold wstffrs swept by grey seas, whip- 

K d by half froxen spray, and numb 
>m head to loot, yet keep their 
faculties alert and tbelr vigilance 
strung to in eternal concert pitch, 
know what cold Is, and know too, the 
Joy of that first spring day when one 
can stand sttll In the sunshine with 
out having to walk briskly about In 
order tp keep warm. It was to suen 
as these that the thick woollen gar 
ments brought something of the 
warmth of the quiet fireside beside 
which they were knitted, and of the 
thoughts and prayers that so often 
must have been woven with the wool 
Into the fabric. 

Whether In harbor or at sea, winter 
life in the Grand Fleet falls into a 
very ordered routine. At sea there 
1s, of course, one constant pre-occu¬ 
pation—the enemy. In this wsr thi 
navy Is for ths first time fighting 
with the Invisible, end from the mo 
ment a ship leaves a defended harbor 
until she returns, the assumption Is 
that at any moment a blow may he 
dealt or received. For the Individual 
officer, this means thst hs can never 
relax; for. although he continues to 
do the ordinary things of his life— 
Divisions, Defaulters, Turret Drill, 
Gunnery Exercises, sitting down to 
meals, keeping waten on the bridge, 
sleeping, reading—be knows that 
there is no moment. In which these 
things may not suddenly go Into sil¬ 
ence and darkness for blut. or in which 
he may be called upon to put Into 
practice all the science and efficiency 
which he has been building up 
through the years of peace That Is at 
sea. But In harbor there Is, of course, 
a certain relaxation. Everything Is al- 
ways ready; that is the first condi¬ 
tion of life; but once It has been got 
ready, there is little to do but wait lor 
the next call

New Aerial Terror 

The Fokker Machine field to Hsv# 
Greet Spued and Control 

An aviation expert, writing In th# 
Manchester Guardian, gives some in* 
teraating details of the air war la 
France. The German policy of men# 
Uontng the names of their aviators lfi 
official reports, Is ascribed to the "us¬ 
ual policy of fright fulness,” ths idea 
seeming to be tnat If once Germany 
can Inspire the Royal Flying Corpa 
with the proper terror of the deadli¬ 
nes* of Flight Commanders Herrea 
lmmelmann and Boicke, and of Uto 
Fokker monoplane on which they By, 
every Koyal Flying Corps pilot wbo 
sees a Fokker coming for him will rua 
for his life. 

Recently a young British aviator 
wrote: "That Harr Immeliuauu la th# 
very d#vtl He files a Fokker mono¬ 
plane, shoots through his propeller, 
and dlea beautifully. 1 have met him 
twice and got off drums of ammuni¬ 
tion at him. but the net result on 
either side was a few holes In th# 
wings." 

Conversations with several British 
fitaMfi 'li* not initiate that If the 
Germans really have an idea of 
frifhtenlug enemy airmen their plea 
Is successful. On the contrary, It is 
the chief ambition of British airmen 
at the front to engage a Fokker avi¬ 
ator. 

The Fokker machines are the In* 
vention of a young Dutchman who 
lived In Germany 

They are absolutely under control 
of the pilot in every position. This I# 
what make* them such dangerous 
opponents, as they can manoeuvre 
with lightning speed. In general ap¬ 
pearance they are almost exart copleo 
of the French Morane monoplane. 
Most of the machines are filled with 
L'ebvrurael rotary engtnos, the Oer- 
man copy of the Gnome. Those 
flown by lmmelmann and Hoick# aro 
tilled with huge engines of Die fixed 
cylinder motor car type, of seemingly 
160 horsepower to 160 horsepower, 
and have a speed of over lot) nil lea 
pt-r hour Most of these machines 
carry a passenger In front, who works 
the machine gun. but the others. In¬ 
cluding those of the two star turns 
have a gun f. top of tho 

engine and firing through the pro¬ 
peller. or, rather, tractor screw. 

The favorite method of attack la 
for th# Fokker to get up high and hang 
around till one of tbe allies' macn- 
ines appears In sight below: (hen. If 
one of the fixed gun type of Fokker. It 
stands on ts bea and dives straight 
for Its victim, loosening off a stream 
of bullets as soon as it gets within 
range. By making a descent ever so 
slightly spiral a straight stream of 
bullets becomes a cone of fire with 
Its apex at the gun and with the vic¬ 
tim Inalda. ao that whichever way 
the lower machine tries to escape It 
must pass through that cone whets 
the Fokker gets close to the enemy 
If he is not already hit it approaches 
directly from bchlud. firing straight 
along the body or fusllage, so aa to 
• passenger, engine tanks and 
all In the line of fire, and unless pur¬ 
sued the machine Is very quick on Its 
controls and Is able to dodge like a 
rabbit The Fokker. which docs not 
fire through the propellers, almost al¬ 
ways attacks Its victims from behind, 
diving under their tells and coming up 
In such s position that, while It can 
shoot up Into ths body of the pur¬ 
sued machine, the passenger In thst 
machine, even If sitting behind tho 
pilot, cannot shoot at the Fokker for 
fear of blowing his own tall off. 

Royal “Good Luck’’ Ring of Russia 

The story of s ring upon which tho 
Cxar sets extraordinary value Is ro¬ 
mantic and interesting. 

. Many years ago Princess Char¬ 
lotte of Piussta noticed that her 
Swiss gove;nesa wore a quaint llttlo 
ring of Gothic design. "What a cur¬ 
ious ring!" exclaimed the Princess. 
"Do let me try it on." She put tho 
ting on her finger, but to her dis¬ 
may found R impossible to removo 
It again. Thereupon tho governess 
begged bar to accept It as a keep¬ 
sake. 

Some time afterwards she was 
able to take off the ring, and found 
to her astonishment thst Insldo It 
were the words "Russia's Czarina'" 
faintly engraved. 

Years later Princess Charlotte 
actually became the wife of Prlnco 
Nicholas, wbo at that time had lit¬ 
tle prospect of succeeding to tho 
Rush Ian throne. Fate willed, how¬ 
ever. that he was to become Nichols# 
I., Czar of Russia 

Charlotte gave the mysterious ring 
to her husband, and to hla dying day 
he wore It as a talisman. 

It has been treasured and venerat¬ 
ed by hla successors ever since. In 
fact, the present Ctar thinks so much 
of it andV attaches such Impnrtanco 
to the wearing of It that, once when 
he started \on a Journey without It. 
he returnedXseveral hundred ml!es In 
order to MM this remarkabio mas¬ 
cot upon hts\ finger.

Her Piece 

Germany will know when aha le 
beaten. The view that aba will keep 
on resisting oven after aba baa re¬ 
ceived tbe decisive blow and all hope 
la gone may be dismissed. By ber own 
suggestions of peace and by ber en¬ 
couragement of all tbe hare-brained 
promoters of untimely peace, she la 
manoeuvring to avoid Iba last rounds 
of tbe flgbl.

I stowed upon tbe sons ol men. and 
i whether It la in war, diplomacy, trade 
[or the applications ol .science, tbe 

German people are worthy opponents.

Canada will he a considerable econo¬ 
mic problem,' aa It will entail in¬ 
creased cost of sulphur, free oils, 
coke, nitre cake, fire brick, lire clay, 
magnesite brick and coal. I’uiH 
now the refining hu s been done at 
Bayonne, New Jersey, adjacent to 
tbe great oil refineries and chemical 
planu In the ordinary process the 
ore mined in the mines in the Sud¬ 
bury district is trait it ported to the 
smelter at Copper Cliff, and is there 
smelted by successive Mages Into a 
product known aa copper nickel 
matte, containing approximately 65 
per cent, nickel, 26 per cent, copper, 
and 20 per cenL sulphur. All of this 
matte has been shipped to th* Bay¬ 
onne refinery, where the nickel and 
copper bos been separated from each 
other, the copper being advanced% to 
thn form of electrolytic copper and 
sold In the market The shipment 
of nickel matte is analogous to that 
condition existing throughout the 
copper Industry of the United States, 
in which It 1* the general practice 
for th* copi>*r producers to bring 
their products Jo th* stage known 
as Ulisthr copper at a smelter close 
to their mines, and then transport 
the blister copper to some central 
refinery, advantageously situated 
where th* supplies and the power 
necessary for its economical subse¬ 
quent refining into a marketable 
product are cheap, in many cases 
this distance being thousands of 
miles.

Stock-Worrying 

Dogs 

For some little time tl ere have been 
complaint* from people in tint district 
who liave had their stock worried by the 
do|rt in tlie neiichborliood, wnmeiitura to 
tlie injury of the stock. 

The complaint* have in eoine inatanoe* 
iw**n carried a* far aa to the authorities, 
and it i* not improbable that tome action 
will be taken against tlie owner* of dogs 
; should their animate continue to worry 
the stock. 

In tlie second clatuM of the Ordnance 
regarding the protection of stock from 
doga it la laid down that ‘‘On complaint 
before • justice of the IVaee that any 
1 person who own* a dog which ha* with¬ 
in three mom ha previous worried, in¬ 
jured or destroyed any cattle, horse*, 
sheep, pigs or poultry outskte tlie enclos¬ 
ed land occupied by each person, such 
Justice may iaane summons directed to 
such person stating sbi-rtly the matter 
of each complaint and requiring «uch 
person to apfwar before hint at a certain 
time and place therein stated, to answer 
to such eornplaiut; and npou the convic¬ 
tion on the evidence of one credible wit 
news other than the complainant, of 
liaving such dog in hia poss e ssion tlie 
Justice of the Peace shall order such dog 
to be kilb-d within twenty-four hours 
and In addition thereto may, in hie dis¬ 
cretion, impose s fine apon such person, 
not esc* 4 dinf $90 and costs." 

By this it will be seen that etringnst 
action may be taken against the owners 
of dogs that are given to the practice of 
chaaing stock. 

Co-operation Needed for 
Good Society 

One of the questions raised at the 
recent Agricultural Fairs Association 
ron vent ini. held at Edmonton last week 
was the advisability of continuing maoy 
of the smaller fairs throughout thr 
province on account of matters relating 
to finance and general public interest 

Fairs generally are regarded as irk¬ 
some I mat liras when it comes to the time 
of the year to be getting busy lor the 
show days, and It is remarkable bow 
little general interest tliere is manifested 
in comparison with’ the importance of 
tlie work fairs carry on. Fairs are nec 
esaary to all agiicnltnral centres, for by 
their agency the farmers get into touch 
with new and otlier ideas regarding 
their profession that cannot but be help¬ 
ful to them in tlwir work. We In Vnl- 
can liave only held one fair so far and it 
fell right In thr busiest part of Inst year 
with the result that the exhibit* were 
not so nmeroita aa might have been de¬ 
sired. Never tlielew a good start was 
made, sufficient at all events, to warrant 
the hope that as time goes on their sue 
eras will be greater, aud we shall be 
able to have ae good a fair lie re as tliere 
is in the south of the province. 

But Id order to attain that It is neces¬ 
sary that there be greater aud more 
earnest co-operation threughout (lie 
district; everybody who can ought to 
belp by bringing exhibits and thus swel¬ 
ling tlie aide of the attractions, and if 
they cannot do this then they can give 
their support in other ways. Bnt if the 
Agricultural Society is logo ahead stead 
ily toere must he greater oo-operation. 
By such means only can we hope to 
have our Society stand out aa a neces¬ 
sary annual affair in tl* district w ithout 
the alternative possibility of its being too 
big a financial chance.

German Fleet‘With 17-lneh Guns and 
Fokker Aeroplanes 

The German fleet with the heaviest 
new battleships armed with 17-inch 
I guns, far outranging tbe largest of the 
British vessels, and escorted by a 
fleet of Fokker aeroplanes and Zep¬ 
pelins, armed with a new pneumatic 
gun, capable of firing armor-piercing 
projectiles, will soon appear In the 
North Sea, according to Thomas R 
MacMeehan, aeronautical engineer and 
president of tbe Aeronautic Society or 
America. 

Mr. MacMeehan said the basis of 
bis predicltion is from sources of auth¬ 
oritative information in Oermany. 

The time of the German navy's dash 
from the Kiel Canal will be fixed 
mainly by thp results of tbe testing 
of the new erfgtne of destruction from 
the air—the pneumatic gun or torpedo 
tubes—Mr. MacMeehan asserted. The 
weapon will be tried out, the engineer 
ssHcrti'd, within two or three weeks in 
a monster raid by Zeppelins on Lon¬ 
don. 

"For the past year the Krupp Com¬ 
pany experts have been working on 
the aerial torpedo, which, according to 
my information, is now perfected. 
Briefly. the torpedo tube or pneumatic 
gun launching the projectile is about 
eight feet long. Air pressure is used 
because of the danger of using pow¬ 
der for a gun of that cailbre on an air¬ 
ship. The projectile Is shot from the 
mouth of the gun with a velocity of 
650 feet a second. This great velocity 
overcome! all the /cross currents of 
wind In the air and the motion of the 
airship, tvhich make the bomb so use¬

When Lord Kitchener told tbe m!o> 
liters of the British cabinet that the 
war would be long they were sceptical. 
But now they know that he knew 
what ho was talking about. He count¬ 
ed upon winning the last battle That 
is the battle that England has always 
had to win, anu usually has woo. 
though we reversed the tables In the 
American revolution. 

Bhe has always started in confident¬ 
ly, only to be beaten at first because 
she was not ready But you may be 
sure the amazing brain trust which 
governs Germany, which knows how 
to Inflame tta own people to Its pur¬ 
pose. which unites great military lead¬ 
ing with very skillful statecraft. Is 
never going to give the world a sign 
that she is losing. 

The one chance that Germany has 
of winning is the chance that gave 
Japan victory. Though beaten, she 
may keep her secrets so close, conceal 
her wotimla so well that she will give 
the appearance of victory and de¬ 
ceive her enemies Into compromise. 
Hut If the allies keep on for another 
eighteen months, and If they hold to¬ 
gether. there is no doubt that Germany 
will be beaten. And If their money 
lasts’ Watch and are if It doesn't. 
The allied troops may never get to 
Berlin; they may never rroaa the 
Rhine none of them may again enter 
East Prussia. But it will be Germany 
that wilt have to sue for terms hecauss 
she Is In a state of stega. 

Even rebellion In India, of which 
Oermany so fondly dreams, could not 
change the event. The British hold ths 
soa. They have the superiority in 
dreadnoughts, and battle cruisers 
whose guns ran smaah anything shova 
watar. The methoda they used In 
holding d< w n the submarine cam¬ 
paign in the North 8e* ought aieo to 
serve In the Mediterranean. "

Turning to the question of perm¬ 
anent world peace. Baron Adels ward 
said: 

"it should be understood wo have no 
concern in sceaing to end tue present 
war. That, of course, is higuiy desir- 
aoie, but it has uoiuiug to do wiln our 
movement, and tne bemgerknt govern 
rneul are hrmiy determined to deal 
wiln tne question of peace in llieir 
owu way. out our aim ot an enduring 
peace is tue same wheUier the war 
mats one year or ten years—w« must 
prepare the way, stuuy the practical 
uiciuods, and mold puoiic opinion to- 
getuer, preventing another world dis- 
eater such as the preseut. 

"We have met some discourage¬ 
ment and opposition from some of tue 
allied governments, ou tne theory 
that wo were urging s premature 
peace. But that is not the case, anu 
in talks 1 have had with some o( the 
leading officials 1 have shown them 
that our movement is in truth seeatng 
the same end that the allied forces 
lighting in the treuches are seekiug— 
an honorable peace which will be last¬ 
ing and will be a guarantee of tuiure 
secuiity to them and to the whole 
world." 

"But what practical step can be 
taken to Insure world peace?" Baron 
Adelaward waa asked. 

"The most practical means, It seems 
to me," said b«, "is to make a reality 
of the Permanent Court or Arbitration 
of The Hague, giving it an actual ex- 
sislence, and a strong controlling 
force In the regulation or Internation¬ 
al affairs. It u a great deal that alt 
civilised governments have already 
agreed to it In principle But It re¬ 
mains to give this principle the de¬ 
finiteness of a practical, working. Jud¬ 
icial trlbunnl—a real wond court, ac 
tually In session, with International 
Jurists representing the various coun¬ 
tries actually in attendance, consid 
erlng and determining Internationa! 
litigation with the same systematic 
regularity and finality that state 
courts consider their cases, and with 
branches taking an active purl in con 
Clligtlng and mediating national dis 
putes, so that nations will come to 
look to this International body as the 
one competent and prepared to act 
with authority and finality. 

"The reduction of armament and 
other peace measures will follow 
naturally, once the great essential-a 
world court at The Hague—is realis¬ 
ed. As to ‘freedom of the seaa.* 1 
fear that part of the program will 
have to be abandoned, as it Is a was 
measure and has no logical place in a 
plan for international peace. It ap- 
pears to have been proposed largely 
as an appeal for uerman support, but 
It is obviously out of place." 

Referring to the attitude of Sweden 
In the present war, Baron Adelaward 
said: 

"The sentiment of the Swedish peo¬ 
ple Is one of absolute neutrality 
Naturally there are groups, and this 
haa created the Impression that 
Sweden Is favorable to the Central 
rowers sad opposed to the Allies. But 
that Is not the case, taking Sweden 
aa a whole and without regard to 
groups or factions. So that when Mr. 
Asquith asked ir aa to the attitude 
ot 1 veden—not as to individuals or 
groups, but Sweden as a whole—I was 
shl# to answer him that 8weden was 
absolutely neutral, and that the tm 
presslon of her u.voring the C;ntral 
Powers was unjust I ned by the facts” 


Baron Adelaward. ex-minister of 
finance of Sweden, now a member of 
the ewedlsh ngsuag and one ot the 
outstanding hgutea of the movement 
in Europe wu.cu seeks to pave tne 
way lor peruiaueui peace, teceuuy 
toured the countries at war, evuttu- 
ring wiui auen men as Premier Poin¬ 
care in r ranee. 

"1 regret to say that the outlook ap¬ 
pears uaraer uuring receul ■fifilal 
loan si any lime sthce tne war be¬ 
gan, * said Baron Aueisward.

They recognise 
now tual tuey were not ready lor war 
at KM outset and lackcu men anu 
munnions. out now U uaa taken hrm 
hold ot tne Wuoie people that tne war 
Is a tremeudousiy serious questiou, 
and they (eel tuey are oniy now be 
ginning an enur; adequate to tin 
nuge task before them, so that it is 
useiesa to talk peace to them when 
they are hrmiy convinced they are, 
Just beginning the war. 

‘ In srancu mere is indignation rt 
the mme mention of peace, and the 
wuoie country la united la the policy 
of carrying on the war wlln me ut- 
moat energy. 

"but in uenna y there Is undoubt¬ 
edly a very strong public sentiment 
for ending the war. 1 have made four 
trips through Germany since the war 
began, anu nave, observed the gradual 
growth of feeling that the war should 
end. This was most marked during 
my last visit, and extended to all 
classes, men and women exclaiming: 
'My God! Who would have thougnt 
this terrible war wuuid last so longr 
The statement of the Oerrnan chan¬ 
cellor that any effort by Germany a 
enemies appears to be desigued to 
calm the public feeling in Germany 
In showing that the government is 
ready for peace, but cannot realise It 
through the opposition of the allies. 

"Thera Is. too, a significant and 
rstber ominous attitude among the 
German people of being ready to crit¬ 
icise men in h.gh places—even the 
highest. Such a tuing would not have 
been thought of a abort time ago, hot 
now It Is general. 

"For Instance, men who direct 
large forcea of employees were re¬ 
cently ' discussing the serious condi¬ 
tions arising from the war. The re¬ 
sponsible ones will be punished;' said 

one. 'But the-la responsible, anu 

will he too, he punished?' 'Yes. 1 
mean him, loo, be is the one.' was tba 
reply. 

"And this is very typical of the 
way tbe ordinary people are talking, 
and it is n condition which might have 
the gravest consequences. And yet," 
Baron Adelaward added, "it Is n mis¬ 
take to think lust Germany Is ex¬ 
hausted and will he forced to peace 
through sheer exhaustion. She has 
many resources still, and can fight for 
a long time." 

Baron Adelaward visited Aldershot, 
the great military rendezvous or Eng- 
Innd. also tbe grand fleet In one of tne 
ports of Scotland, and later conferred 
with Premier Asquith and other Brit 
iah leaders. 

"Ths British fleet in reality has 
three points of concentration," sale 
he, "and we visited the main point, 
where most of the great battleships 
are gathered.

Tne 
masses ot the peopie are nuugry all 
day long, rnauy articles of tood hav¬ 
ing rescued a price wholly beyond 
their reacu. Hunger renders the 
people sullen aud deprives them ot 
all joy in victories. The children are 
underfed, pale, and wan looking. Use 
faded Bowers. 

"The extent to which the fall In 
birth-rate occupies the attention ot 
the goverumetil waa shown at the 
meeting of the People's Welfare asso¬ 
ciation of Berlin, where a representa¬ 
tive of the Prussian ministry of the 
Interior stated that the government 
was fully aware of the Importance of 
the question." 

"In the meantime we are informed 
that the military authorities have for¬ 
bidden meetings convened to discuss 
the high cost of living." 

The Vorwaerts, the Socialist paper, 
makes a strong protest against the 
attitude of officials, who continue to 
exhort the poor to economize. 

"For the midday meal." It says, 
"one must not arrange matters ac¬ 
cording to his wish, taste, or habit, 
but must select the cheapest foods.

Cheap 
lard is not to be had You are ad¬ 
vised to hold over water In which 
sausages have been boiled, which la 
desired as an extraordinarily nutri¬ 
tious fluid, rieh in fat. This fluid, 
with plain boiled potatoes, la enough 
for an entire meal. 

"One must break tbe habit of eat 
Ing bread, butter and sausage for sup^ 
per. If more cabbage or sauerkraut Is 
cooked for dinner than Is required, 
what Is left over warmed up and 
eerved with steam ing, mealy potatoes, 
lastes better than fresh boiled.

About Tea anJ Coffee 


Another Moon Now 


Now Really Appear to be Harmful 
Drugs and Dangerous to 
Hoalth 

Coffee and tea are discussed by a 
recent health letter of the Life Exten¬ 
sion Institute Briefly, the conclu¬ 
sions from experiments are that ap¬ 
parently there are no ill-effects noted 
on the days following moderate stim¬ 
ulation wth coffee. In a sound, healuiy 
Individual, doses equivalent lo s 
strong cup of coffee produce no no¬ 
ticeable ill-effects except slight ner¬ 
vousness, but doses equivalent to one 
and s half cups of coffee produce 
marked unsteadiness in muscular and 
mental tone. 

Warning is given, however, that 
is possible that the continued use of 
coffee may cause a slow datnago to 
the nervous mecuanlsm of the heart, 
as it Is not uncommon to find people 
who have taken ten and coffee tor 
years apparently develop a auaceptib- 
Ulty to these drufs 

The bulletin concludes that quanti¬ 
ties of these drinks beyond one t cup 
daily are unwiee, even for the lu-a!tii> 
and that even this amount may he 
distinctly harmful to persons suffer 
Ing -from dyspepsia, sleeplessness, 
nervousness, heart affections, or who 
have a tendency to nervous and 
mental Irritability. 

Tbe tli-effecte of the beveragea can 
he lessened If care is taken In their 
preparation. Neither should be boll 
ed ,se boiling drlvee off ths oils 
which give flavour and extracts the 
acid constituents which are Injuri¬ 
ous to the stomach. 

To meet the conditions for which 
tea and coffee are often taken, the 
Letter suggests that instead of us 
Ing these drugs for mental fatigue, 
there should he rest or sleep and 
change; for physical fatigue, reel.; 
a bath or a rub down is UY better, 
than drugs.
